Present claims 1-64 and 67-146 (all in part) relate to an extremely large 
number of possible compounds for use in a pharmaceutical composition and 
their use in methods of treatment in vitro or in vivo. Support within the 
meaning of Article 6 PCT and/or disclosure within the meaning of Article 
5 PCT is to be found, however, for only a very small proportion of the 
compounds claimed for use in a pharmaceutical composition and in the 
methods of treatment. In the present case, the claims so lack support, 
and the application so lacks disclosure, that a meaningful search over 
the whole of the claimed scope is impossible. Consequently, the search 
has been carried out for those parts of the claims which appear to be
